NEWMARKET HOUGHTON MEETING. 


MONDAY. 

A ‘stron detachment of the “ London division” and noble patrons of the 
turf, as usual, left the metropolis by the one o'clock Sunday special, the 
journey to the ‘land of horses” being performed in capital time, the train 
being a very heavy one. According to custom, the rooms were opened, and 
most of the gentlemen who had travelled down by the express, dropped in 
apparently, however, only to while away an hour, Monday morning saw a 
large increase in the number of visitors, the morning trdins from town 
being well filled, while the arrival of horses was also more than usually 
humerous. ‘The morning opened dull and cold, and the wind which prevailed 
was at times very raw, and made visitors ‘feel their skin,” but rain held off 
during the day, and there was little—save the unfortunate “mess” for the 
first race—to mar the etijoyment of the racing. The opening event, the Cam- 
bridgeshire Trial Handicap, was set down for 11.30, and the last at 4.30. Since 
the last meeting, Mr. John Clark, the judge and architect, has made some 
improvements at the Cambridgeshire finish that were generally appreciated on 
all sides. The commodious telegraph apparatus, which was set up on the ring 
side at the last meeting, was removed on the present occasion to the enclosure 
in front of the weighing-room stand—an excellent arrangement, as the 
numbers and names of tho riders could bo readily seen from the opposite side 
of the ground. The most decided improvement, however, is the construction 
of a **terrace” platform in the betting-ring, capable of accommodating three 
hundred spectators, a convenience cordially welcomed by the members of the 
ring, who were at length enabled to obtain a capital view from end to end of 
the Cambridgeshire course, instead of, as heretofore, secing nothing of the 
Tace beyond the last fifty strides. The best thanks of the Tacing community 
are due to Mr, John Clark, by whose orders the men engaged in making the 
Improvements have worked literally ‘night and day” to render tho platform 
available for the present meeting. 

The Handicap over the Cambridgeshire course opened: the business of the 
mecting. A more than ordinarily large number of horses came to the post, 
and, as usual, from the engagements of several of the trial horses of the Cam- 
bridgeshire candidates, the issue was regarded with much curiosity. Twenty-two 
runners in all were telegraphed, Makeshift (the newly-made Makeless mare) 
being at once marked as a “good thing,” and installed first favourite at 4 to 1. 
This “ pet” was upset by one of the most extraordinary mistakes ever witnessed 
upon @ racecourse, resulting from some blunder on the part of the advance flag- 
man and Mr. M‘George. A description of the incident will be found in our 
narrative of the race, but it may be remarked that two heats were run before 
it was decided. 

Fourteen came to the post for tho Criterion, Hospodar being made favourite 
at 2to 1, on account of his good looks, his performance in the first meeting, 
und the current report tliat when the French people sold Armagnac, Brick, and 
Le Marechal they knew well that they had a better one in the stable. Lord 
Stamford did not start. Avenger, though coloured on the card, as well One- 
sander, Automaton, and Cerintha, but chose to be represented by the last 
mentioned, who it was said had won a most satisfactory trial with Onesander, 
through whom Dawson had a reliable line of the French crack. 6 to 1 was 
taken about Blue Mantle; but about the great, good-looking, and notmore than 
half-fit National Guard, 100 to 8 was offered. As our return will show, Hos- 
podar won very cleverly at the finish, but not without rousing at the footof the 
hill; but directly Grimshaw steadied the colt and fairly got him out, he 
went on, and defeated National Guard by a couple of lengths, with 
Cerintha—who, within a few strides of home, looked dangerous—a bad 
third. The manner in which Hospodar won found him a host of friends 
for the Derby, and he was backed freely at 14 to 1 forthat great event, 
notwithstanding the exceptions talen to his “turning aut bis toes,” after the 
style of Promised Land, aud the doubts about his legs standing an Upsom 
preparation. The match between Fuc de Jcio and Huri icane, which 
linished the day's tating, ‘gavo rise to some spirited wagering, the 
Oaks winner being nade the favourite at odds of 6 to 4, freely. laid; 
but the previous running between iho fillies was quite reversed, as 
Hurricane made ruvning from beginning to end, and won easily by 
four lengths. Leu. do, Jojo has, however, lately done so much in 
trials at home: that Wo should not like to place avy ‘great. reliance upon 
the form shown in this match. The evening preceding tho great event 
of tho morrow—ihe Cambridgeshire Stakes—introduced some startling 
changes, in the Jist of quotations. Aurelian's appearance at morning excreise 
did not please the cogicscenti, and he gradually became a worse favourite. 
ond at ihe breaking-up of the Rooms, it was really questionable whether ho 
or Limosina, the latter of whom had been in great.force during the day, 
was entitled to the premiership im the quotations, Hartington was introduced 
by its owner, who, aficr taking 2,500 to. 100, 2,000 to 100, accepted all prices 
down to 209 to § from every member in the room. Queen of Spain, who by 
the public had heen considered better than her stab!o companion. Harting- 
ton, was scratched at am early period of the evening. ‘ine “ Fion of the 
roast" was decidedly Hartington, who was backed by his owner for a thou- 
sand. Umpire having been scratched, brought Myrile to the front rank of 
favourites, Dictator had nota friend in court, and the other animals quoted 
were ouly supported for mere nominal sums,

THE CAMPRIDGESHIRE DAY. 


The morning was cold, and the clouds, lowering overbeadywere suggestive 
of much rain. Slight showers fell during the day, the airwas damp, avt 
taken altogether, a more thoroughly unpleasant day could not be desired, The 
morulsg trains from London were of a heavy description, the early commence* 
ment of the sport, 11.10, necessitating a move directly after breakfast. TL 
frst race, the Feather Plate, at the top of the town,"brought ont twelve ruuners 
—Richard, who had been marked by nearly every one as a good thing, peing 
one of the absentees; but the backers soon found another “love” in Oak- 
apple, who was made first favourite at 9 to4, while 9to2 was taken about 
billy Grove. Oak-apple, as will be found on reference to our report below, 
won yery easily, thereby giving the popular Lord Westmoreland “a turn,’! at 
which everybody appeared delighted. The majority of races decided during 
the day require no comment here, excepting the Cambridgeshire; but we may 
observe, en passant, that Maccaroni, a son of Sweetmeat, in Godding’s stable, 
who had been introduced in the Derby quotations only on Saturday, and of 
whom better things were expected, was beaten very cleverly by Automaton iP 
a sweepstakes, so that the first mentioned cannot be classified in any other 
rank Lut as very moderate indeed.. The Cambridgeshire was.appointed for 
3.40, and the prospects of an extraordinarily strong fleld were rendered tolé- 
rably certain by no less than sixty-two being coloured. on. the card, besides 
twelve left on, but not struck out, though uncoloured. At first it had been 
generally supposed that the attendance upon the Heath was not so large as 
usuakfor@ Cambridgéshire day; bat when a move was made en masze to. the 
top of the town, for the finish of the great race, it was at once perceived that & 
larger number of spectators had not been present on a-similar-occasion. Mr. 
Manning had. got the jockeys weighed in advance-of the time, so that, after 
reaching the weighing: room at the “Cambridge end,” he-had only a few stray 
lads left to scale, the majority having been weighed up at the Cesarewitch 
Stand. A large number of the competitors-saddled at the stables atthe top of 
the town, and their appearance on the course was watched anxiously by their 
respective backers. “Aurelian, to ride whom Custance had sweated himself 
down until he was not within pounds of his. former self, was generally admired 
for condition, although his style of going was, on the other /hand, as 
“piggish.” Agag and Balder were both run in hoods and blinkers, thereby 
confirming the report of their ‘currish” dispositions; Mr. Naylor's horse 
being treated with a bottle of port wine to improve ‘his temper, while Henham 
Lass formed another of the anti-temperance league, her owner trying the 
sogthing influence of a bottle of whisky. Much curiosity was exhibited to 
ascertain correctly tho starters and jockeys, a great erowd assembling in front 
of the telegraph-board, being busily employed: in marking off the runners on 
their cards. The rumour overnight that Mr. Saxon had purchased Lapidist was 
apparently confirmed by its being entered on the cardiin the green and gold,” 
but we should feel inclined to infer that the thing wag arranged between Mr. 
Robertson and Mr. Saxon, for the sake of Claiming the services of little Jemmy

Colt (No. 54), Walpole (No. 57), Edgar (No. 58), and Cowboy (No. 60). 
Umpire being withdrawn, Fordham’s services were transferred to Optimist; 
while, in preference to Cowley, who had ‘been talked about as possessing ® 
chance, Sir Joseph Hawley started Argonaut. For once in these autumn han- 
dicaps no thought was bestowed upon the often formidable Woodyeates stable, 
Williany Day,being represented by Tolurno and Old Sehism >the latter, noW 
in foal, is ta.be at last sent to the stud at the termination of thé present season. 
It will be seen that the field was forty-three strong, or_six more than the

three ran, and Croagh Patrick's Stewards’ Cup at Goodwood, last year—tho 
strongest fleld ever witnessedupon the Turf. ‘The betting atthe finish had ut- 
dergone some noteworthy changes; Myrtle, who had béen Setting a better 
favourite all day, leaving off with the call of 7 tol, as little as5 and 6tol having 
been taken occasionally. Next in demand were Limosina and Aurelian, 25 tol 
being offered against Bathilde at the last moment; but the complete list of 
quotations will be found in the usual place.

At twenty 
minutes past four—forty minutes after the time appointed for the race—the 
flag was lowered to an excellent start; but the lateness of the hour and the 
consequent murkiness of the heath prevented us from seeing the colours with 
any degree of accuracy. The lot ran across the course in a body, Agag appear- 
ing to be in front on the lower ground, followed by Oberon and Gorse in the 
centre of the course. After them, almost ina line, came Bathilde, Limosina, 
Gemma, Aurelian, Henham Lass, Queen of Trumps, Clarissa colt, and Myrtle.

A head only separated Limosina from Gemma, and 
Aurelian, coming with arush, was only defeated a similar distance for third 
place. Hartington was fifth, Clarissa colt sixth Stradella seventh, and Queen 
of Trumps eighth.

was the favourite, and 6 to 4 was constantly offered on him. With commend- 
able punctuality the men walked in the arena soon after the appointed hour, 
and their appearance gave rise to much criticism. Deerfoot looked over 
fleshy—in fact, positively fat; but White, Brighton, and the others could not 
be found fault with. AS soon as the men appeared Mr. Roberts announced 
that they would be started by the report of a gun, and that the gun would be 
fired again at the expiration of fifty-nine minutes, and on the hour being com- 
pleted. On the six getting into line the signal was given, and away the 
whole batch dashed at a clipping pace. In one hundred yards Deerfoot, 
Jackson, and White went away to the front, and any one with half an eye could 
see that to that trio the race was strictly confined, although Andrews and 
Newman cut out the work bravely. Young Canada tailed off, and his pace came 
down small by degrees, and beautifully less, until he fell into a nice easy amble 
which soon left him a long way astern. Andrews and Newman soon had 
enough of it, and fell back contented with having given the great guns a 
strong breather fora commencement. It was then generally supposed that 
things would settle down a little quieter, and that no genuine racing would be 
shown until some considerable time had been killed, but Brighton did not see 
the force of that kind of business, and pressed the work vigorously. He 
found Deerfoot and White very willing, and a spanking mile was run in 4min 
50sec, amidst the loud cheering of the spectators. The next mile presented no 
diminution of speed, and the three went flying along together, each leading 
for a few yards in his turn, White running with that splendid finish of style 
for which he is so justly famed. The two‘miles were completed in 9min 
57sec. Tho third mile proceeded in the same manner, White at one time 


putting on a brilliant spurt and rushing away from the attendant pair. At

Whatever may be the feeling against Deerfoot, arising out of the style of 
thing he has been doing in various towns in the United Kingdom, it is beyond 
dispute that time is an antagonist who waits on no man, and that those who 
struggle against him must run straight, and so, in taking leave of this perform- 
ance of the Indian, we chronicle it as the most extraordinary on record, and 
hail him as the greatest long-distance man of the present day.

Monpay was indeed a gala day for pedes- 
trian amateurs, for on that occasion Hackney 
Wick and Brompton vied with each other in 
the production of enticing bills of fare; the 
proceedings at the first mentioned favourite 
resort will be found detailed elsewhere, and 
it is now our task to chronicle an event 
entirely without precedent in the annals of 
English sport. Forsome months it has been 
bruited abroad, in something more than 
whispers, that Deerfoot, the Seneca Indian, 
had earned his world-wide reputation by 
chicanery, hypocrisy, and well-disguised 
humbug; truth to tell, the peculiar organisa- 
tion of George Martin’s circus of pedestrian 
celebrities had an ‘ancient, fishy smell" 
hanging about it which fully warranted the 
outery raised in many quarters, and which 
came to a culminating point on Thursday 
last, when Jackson, one of the Deerfoot 
troupe, summoned Martin to the Wandsworth 
County Court for arrears of pay alleged to be 
owing to him. This case is fully dealt with 
elsewhere; its merits are duly weighed, and 
a conclusion deducted, and therefore it isfnot 
necessary to open up the subject afresh in 
this place ; suffi¢e it to say that the trial, and 
the. exposé it brought about, fairly indorsed 
the outcry which had been raised against the 
reputation of the red skin. From Thursday 
until Monday Mr. Louis Bennett, alias ‘‘ Deer- 
foot,” enjoyed the extreme felicity of being 
looked upon as a consummate humbug, a 
gigantic swindle, ‘‘a delusion and a snare.” 
This was one of the effects which followed 
the case of Jackson v. Martin, but another 
was the raising of public curiosity to fever 
heat about the Indian's engagement of Mon- 
day, when he had to toe the scratch with our little friend White, of 
Gateshead, whose reputation for speed, added to the popular impression 
that he would run straight, whatever may be the nature of the under- 
standing between the members of “the troupe,” caused an excitement 
which, we venture to assert, is entirely without precedent. Whilst shaking 
hands with themselves on the fact that the Indian would meet a bona file rival 
in the Gateshead hero, the amateurs and cogniscente expressed considerable 
regret that Lang and Mills could not participate in the contest, and thus give it 
additional force and ec/ut. But in this world we cannot have everything our 
own way, and the long pending race for the six mile belt at Hacknoy Wick 
fajling, we believe unavoidably, on the same day as the hour's running is a 
notable instance of the fact. ‘The general impression concerning Deerfoot was 
that if White could not beat him Mills could, and so it became a matter of 
regret that the six mile champion couli not run in the hour on this occasion, 
Independent of the actual contest between individuals, this event carried with 
it large interest on account of the opportunity it afforded the public for ascer- 
taining if the unprecedented Jackson’s performance of traversing a distance of 
eleven miles and forty-eight yards in the space of sixty minutes could be sur- 
passed by the clippers advertised to exhibit their powers at West Brompton 
The antecedents of the men certainly induced numbers to believe that this 
would be the case, and the result proved that those who thus calculated did 
not reckon their chickens before the consummation of the hatching process 
Deerfoot, it will be remembered, suffered defeat at the hands of Teddy Mills on 
his first appearance in this country, in a six mite run, but in a fortnight after 
he turned the tables on Mills, beating him, White, and Brighton in a 
ten mile contest, when his time was 54min 20sec—just 2min 35sec over the 
time in which Levett accomplished the distance the fastest on record. Soon 
after this he met Levett at the Rotunda in Dublin, but our ancient friend had 
to succumb to the superior prowess of the Red, as Captain Mayne Reid is so 
fond of terming members of his race. ‘Lhis race was twelve miles, Mills also 
competing ; Jackson, Jones, of Islington, Sam Barker, Lang, and Roberts had 
also to ery peccavi to him, Of Johu White it is sufficient to say that he ran 
the fastest two mile race of which we know, accomplishing the distance in 
9min 20sec; he has also placed to his credit the fastest four mile spin, his time 
at that distance being 20min l}sec; he beat Lang at one mile, for £50 a side 
and Sanderson at one mile and a half, for £50 and the champion's cup. This 
was at the Ash Inn, Stockport, when his time was 6inin 42sec. Brighton's 
abilities need but little canvassing, for they are extremely well kuown in 
England; he is the worthy holder of 
the four mile championship, and is 
open to run Lang at that distance, 


the excitement in regard to the struggle be- 


tween these celebrated clippers, who deserv- 


edly rank as Al in their profession. From 


‘an early hour in the afternoon the locale in 


question was crowded by vehicles, and the 
crowds of holiday seekers could not be esti- 
mated at much less than three thousand. 
Every possible arrangement was made to 
insure order and comfort, and the result of 
these regulations could not, therefore, fail but 
to be highly satisfactory. The ground was 


in capital order, considering the last week's 


severe weather. The competitors had clearly 


paid every possible attention to their train- 
ing, for neither could be in finer fettle for 
their champion race. Lang had arrived 
in the metropolis from the north on the 
preceding day, and, as usual, took up his 
quarters at Jesse Smith's, the Peacock, 
Maiden-lane, Southampton-street, where @ 
large circle of friends were in readiness to 
receive him. Mills, for fear of accident, had 
resorted to the advice of Mr. Major, the

this moment the thing looked like a foregone conclusion, and loud shouts 
arose that White had it all His own’ way; but this proved not to be precisely 
the case, for the Indian and Brighton put it on again, and the three came once 
more shoulder to shoulder, After this terridic bit of racing the impression 
was that the pace must settle down, as such a breather would tell strongly, but 
Brighton and White pursued the eves tenour of their way, and Deerfoot jumped 
three times in the air without losing an inch of ground, and dashed boldly on 
again as fresh asa lark. Meanwhile Young Canada had been passed about 
four times, and -afforded considerable amusement by his eccentric proceed- 
ings—collaring each man as he came up and giving him a clipping race 
of fifty or a hundred yards, and then settling quietly down into his 
own jog-trot, expressing pantomimically that he was there when re- 
quired, but that he was not to be excited by a whole field of Brightons, Whites, 
and Deerfoots, thereby creating yells of merriment, which were received by him 
with a gravity of the most imperturbable stamp. The third mile was done in 
15min 23sec. Four miles were accomplished in the same manner; but, on 
entering the eighteenth lap, away the Indian dashed, and it became a certainty 
that nothing could catch him. Ife still increased his distance every lap until 
seven aud a quarter miles had been accomplished, and then White gave in, 
having tried his best and struggled in vain to pick up his position. From this 
moment the race lost much of its interest, as Jackson’s was seen to be a gone 
case, and all eyes were thereupon fastened upon the Indian, who went over 
the whole of the time in first-class style, promising at every stride to over-lap 
Brighton, a feat which he, however, failed to accomplish. A gun was fired 
when the men had one minute to go to complete the hour, and all did their 
best: Deerfoot rushed on, and, when the signal to stop was given, he gave one 
of his singular bounds into the air and rushed across the course, amidst the 
warm cheering of all present, Brighton took the second prize of £93 Andrews 
the third of £3; and Newman the fourth of £2. ‘The cup, which is a splendid 
specimen of the silyersmith’s art, was selected from the stock of Mr. Atten- 
borough, valued at £40. It is the bona jide property of the winner. ‘There 
was some little variation in the time as taken by several parties interested in 
the proceedings ; but we select’ from the number that taken by Benson's

‘Lhe last competitor on whom 


we have to offer comment is the re- 

resentative of Canada, the stalwart 
<nowles ; of this gentleman we know 
nothing beyond his performance on 
Monday, when he proved, in more 
than one sense of the word, an extra- 
ordinary runner. He is evidently a 
young man inclined to take things in 
a comfortable manner, and one whose 
equanimity is not to be upset by trifles. 
Of this he gave us a specimen in the 
happy-go-lucky Way in which he per- 
formed his hours’ trot. His unexcit- 
able. emperament, however, will 
prove an enemy of a very obstrepe- 
rous character if he intends making 
pedestrianism his means of earning a 
livelihood. That he can do well all 
who witnessed some of his spurts 
must be convinced, but that he has a 
load of laziness to shake off 1s equally 
apparent. And now that ow word 
of introduction is over we Will pro- 
ceed to detail the event which has 
called forth the preceding remarks. 
he race was advertised for four 
o'clock, but long before that hour 
throngs of sightseers poured into the 
Brompton-road, and wended their 
way towards Thistle-grove, where 
they were met by such a scene of ex- 
citement as we have seldom seen ex- 
hibited on occasions of alike nature, 
The exterior of the grounds was lined 
with a mob, struggling to gain posses~ 
sion of the cracks and knot-holes in 
the hoarding against which they 
could press their unwashed heads 
and gain faint glimpses of what was 
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well-known veterinary surgeon, of Park-lane, 
Piccadilly, and certainly could not be better. 
It is only about six weeks since that Mills 
defeated Crowcatcher by a yard and a half, 
accomplishing the distance in 31min llsec; 
and from his having thus got a somewhat 
correct measure of his opponent’s pace, 
he was now made a prominent favourite at 
5 and 6 to 4, taken to aheavy amount, He 
had trained under the superintendence of 
Richards, the Welshman, at Hackney Wick. 
He was, however, now attended by Sam 
Barker, of Billingsgato; Jesse Smith waited 
upon the Northerner. The period fixed for 
the start was four o'clock, and almost punc- 
tually at that hour the men appeared on the 
ground in racing gear—Mills wearing black, and the other green drawers. 
Their united reception by the immense crowds of spectators must have 
been highly flattering to both runners. All matters being in readiness, 
the signal for commencing business was given, and the men simultaneously 


| bounded from the scratch with a determination of style which betokened | 


what a clipping race might be anticipated between this noted pair, Lang, the 
taller antagonist, put on his long stride ere they had gone fifty yards, and 
assumed a distinct lead throughout the first half-dozen laps, when Mills’s 
sharp and graceful style brought him close to his opponent, and ina moment 
the southern representative was ahead. Lang, nevertheless, resumed hig 
command at two miles, which was traversed in 9min 58sec. The pace was 
now materially increased, and the} style in which both men were going elicited 
repeated shouts of acclamation. Three miles, covered in 15min 11sec, and yet 
no diminishing in the rate of speed at which they were travelling. In the 
thirtieth lap Mills put on a good spurt and was speedily in the van. Every 
inch of the ground for the succeeding half mile was gallantly contested, when 
it became apparent that Lang was in difficulties, and from that point Mills was 
never headed: Lang struggled gamely to the close, but was cleverly defeated 
hy half a score yards ; he was much exhausted at the finish, and had to be led 
from the ground.

and the stakes at issue the sum of £25 a side; the winner was also to receive 
the beautiful Champion’s Belt, about which the following particulars may 
prove interesting :—The One-mile Belt cost Mr. Hayes the sum of sixty guineas; 
it is the manufacture of William Preston, of London, and the chaste workman- 
ship and exquisite taste displayed stamp him as a proficient in his art. It was 
first contested for, in the presence of from 4,000 to 5,000 persons, on August 11, 
1860, being then won by Siah Albison, by four yards, having defeated John 
White, of Gateshead, who received second honours (£2), Mower, his present 
antagonist. giving up 150 yds from home; Lang, of Middlesborough, giving up 
250 yds from the finish; and Job Smith, who also started, having previously 
closed his account; the time occupied by Albison in the completion of the dis- 
tance being 4min 243sec. William Lang, of Middlesborough, ere a few weeks 
had elapsed, threw down the gauntlet for it and the sum of £25 aside; conse- 
quently, they met here on October 27, 1860, when those present witnessed one 
of the swiftest races on record, Albison again proving himself the victor by 
one yard, after completing the distance of one mile in 4min 22}sec, thus ex- 
celling, by three-quarters of a second, the quickest mile race ever accom- 
plished by Tom Hospool, of Basford, viz., 4min 23sec, and which was also run 
at these grounds on July 12, 1858. Notwithstanding the last great performance 
of Albison there was soon another candidate in the field, Charles Mower, of 
Dereham. They consequently met at these grounds on Saturday, December 

- 22nd, 1860, when Mower proved himself the winner, Albison giving up, dead

THE BIRMINGHAM RING. 


BRILLIANT MILL IN THE MIDLAND CIRCUIT AT CATCH 
WEIGHT, FOR FIVE POUNDS A SIDE, BETWEEN SAM. 
HARRIS AND TOM LANE. 


Ir is rare that anything so spirited comes off between two novices, aspirants 
to fistic fame. They are, however, ‘‘chips of the old block,” the parents of 
each having figured in the roped arena. Jem Lane, father of the latter 
combatant, and brother of the celebrated Hammer, having fought several good 
battles, and the father of Harris likewise being a pug of the old school.
